MAP MAKING 

One of the principal map making 
establishments of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment is the Topographical Survey, 
Department of the Interior, at Otta¬ 
wa, where are prepared and published 
topogiahpic maps covering widely 
scattered portions of this Dominion. 
In publishing a new map all available 
information of the country is, of 
course, secured and where some of 
this has been obtained by other sur¬ 
vey organizations, credit is given in 
the publishing note. 

The printing of a map involves sev¬ 
eral processes. It must first be drawn 
on good paper, preferably backed so 
as not to stretch or shrink with cnan- 
ges of weather or moisture. If more 
than one coulour is to be used in the 
printing a separate sheet is drawn for 
the information represented by each 
colour. These sheets are then photo¬ 
graphed and the negatives printed on 
zinc plates or in some cases on litho¬ 
graphic stones. These plates or stones 
are put in the printing press ana the 
map is printed from them. Where 
more than one colour is used, tne map 
has to be run through the press for 
each colour and it is very important 
that the sheets fit the plates correct¬ 
ly so as to get the additional colours 
on the map in their proper places. 
For instance main highways are usu¬ 
ally printed in red; on the may these 
red lines must be exactly in the*rignt 
places. So also for the blue colour in 
which water features are shown and 
the brown for contours or form rrnes. 
Herein lies the chief difficulty in print 
ing maps in colurs. Where an issue or 
several thousand copies is being run, 
it -is necessary to print all the copres 
in one colour at a time, and wmte 
these are drying the ink is washed off 
the* press and the next colour got rea¬ 
dy. If the weather changes, especial¬ 
ly if the air gets damp, the sheets of 
paper stretch or shrink and trouble is 
encountered in making the next colour 
fit exactly where it should. A list of 
the maps, plans, and publications oi 
this organization may be obtained up¬ 
on application from the Topographi¬ 
cal Survey, Department of the Inter¬ 
ior, Ottawa. 

HORSES IMPROVING 

The Livestock Review of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Regina 
announces that the Government is 
looking for 1;5(X) head of horses for 
shipment to Russia These are light 
horses. “In addition to these," says 
the Review, “we received an enquiry 
a few days ago for three carloads of 
horses for shipment to Manitoba and 
to Eastern Canada. These horses re¬ 
quire to be from 1,400 to 1,700 lbs. in 
weight, the heavier the higher in 
price. We also have an enquiry for 
choice delivery horses. These must 
be perfectly sound, showing breedi- 
ness and character, in good condition, 
well-trained, well broken and perfect¬ 
ly quiet.

In accordance with the terms of the Municipal Hospitals Act, peti¬ 
tions were received by the Minister of Health at Edmontpn, asking »r 
the creation of a Municipal Hospital District including the territory 
described below. 

Complying with these petitions, the Minister of Health established 
the Municipal Hospital District on June 21st, 1927. Following the es¬ 
tablishment of the District, the Municipal Councils in the said District 
in accordance with the terms of the Act, duly appointed a Hospital 
Board to prepare a scheme for the building and operating of a Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital in the said District. 

The Hospital Board met and prepared the scheme outlined below. 
This scheme is now, under the direction of the Minister of Healtn, to 
be advertised throughout the said District for a period of fourteen days 
following which, providing all other conditions have been complied 
with, the scheme will be finally approved by the Minister of Health. 

Section 22 of the Municipal Hospitals Act provides:- 
‘‘After approval, the Minister shall fix the date for the taking of a 
poll for the purpose «f obtaining a ratification or rejection of the es¬ 
tablishment of the District or of the scheme, and shall appoint a re¬ 
turning officer, who shall divide thejiaspital district into polling divis¬ 
ions and name a polling place in each division and appoint the time 
and place, when and, where the returning officers shall sum up the 
vot es g iven for antf against, the scheme.” 

Section 26 of the said Act provides:- 

“The establishment of a district shall be deemed to be ratified if it 
is approved by a majority of the voters, voting thereon, but no scheme 
shall be adopted unless it is approved by two-thirds of the voters vot¬ 
ing thereon:”

THE TOWN OF VULCAN. 

The basis of the scheme is as follows: 

1. To accept a free site at or near the Town of Vulcan subject to the 
approval of the Minister of Health. 

2. To erect a Municipal Hospital and to eauip same with an operating 
room and all necessary appliances including X-ray. 

3. To supplement the revenue derived by taxation by a schedule of 
fees as under: 

(a) To all persons liable for Hospital taxes under any Municipal 
Act, dependent members of his or. her family and female domestic 
help $1.00 per Hospital day.

Municipal District which is situated in a Municipal Hospital District 
shall, if his tax to the Hospital Djstrct be less than six dollars per an¬ 
num, pay an amount to the said city, town, village or municipal dis¬ 
trict for transmission to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Municipal 
Hospital District, which shall make his annual payment to such Muni¬ 
cipal District not less than six dollars.” 

(e) All persons not liable for hospital taxes under any Municipal 
Act and do not comply with the provisions of (3a), (3b) and (3d) of 
this scheme shall pay not less than $3.50 per Hospital day with an ad¬ 
ditional charge for drugs,, and dressings nnd use of the X-ray togeth¬ 
er with a charge for use of operating room as under: 

Minor operations, $ 5.00 
Major operations, $10.00 

4. To create a debenture indebtedness of not more than $35,000.00 
twenty year debentures for the purpose of erecting and equiping 
the Hospital Building. 

5. To repay said debentures in equal annual payments of principal 
with interest accrued, or equal annual payments of principal and 
interest combined or as under as may be.

PRINCE ARRIVES 

But Not on Special Train As Sche¬ 
duled—Large Gathering at Station 

Diaaappointed at Hig Non-Appear¬ 
ance. 

A gathering of about fifteen Hund¬ 
red persons, men, women and swarms 
of children, together with war veter¬ 
ans of the district from Claresnotm, 
•Vulcan, Blackie and High River, were 
in High River on Wednesday at noon 
to see H.R.H. the Prince of Wales and 
his brother Prince ' 'George, who were 
scheduled to arrive here on his special 
train at about 12 . 1 (> o’clock noon.Great 
disappointment was noticed on Hie 
faces of the crowd and was openly ex¬ 
pressed when it was learned tnat „tlie 
royal party were not on the train, but 
were passing through High River later 
in the afternoon by auto, the Princes 
having decided to take a little re*a.va- 
tion fronf their trip by playing golf at 
Calgary. Calgary was the last offi¬ 
cial stopping point of the party and 
the Princes’ change of time and man¬ 
ner of arrival in High River was com¬ 
municated to Mayor Young Tuesday 
morning through Mr. Carlyle, and was 
given such publicity .through the lown 
as possible, but the countryside and 
distant town people could not be so 
informed with the consequence that 
many were here for the occasion. In 
anticipation of this the Times felt un¬ 
der obligation to the people it serves 
to forward a telegram to A.F. r as- 
celles, aid to the prince, en route, ex¬ 
pressing the anticipated disappoint¬ 
ment here, and requesting, if possible, 
the~arrival here as per schedule, nut 
owing to the lateness of its dispatch 
not reaching the train until its arri¬ 
val in Calgary when further changes 
in arrangements could hardly be ex¬ 
pected, failed in its mission. Some 
unofficial information was also spread 
on Wednesday that the royal party 
would arrive by train at about five 
o’clock and many remained for tnis 
possibility. The Prince and party 
came on in two autos, passing througn 
High River, without stop on their way 
to the ranch about 7 o’clocK p.m. 
where he will remain for five days >n 
restful recreation and looking over 
his interests there. The people of the 
district are sorry to not have been 
able to give him an informal shout 
of welcome as anticipated, but their 
loyalty is greater than any disappoint¬ 
ments they experienced in not seeing 
him at this time and that his short 
stay at the ranch will give him much 
pleasure anil good health and that per 
haps we will see him before he leaves 
our midst.

The term “bull," Sir James stated, 
was said to have originated in the 
year 1740, when Obadiah Bull, ani 
Irish lawyer in London, made his 
name famous by his blunderings. 

In Ireland, however, they always' 
claimed the illustrious Sir Boyle j 
Roche as the “father of bulls.” 

It was said that Sir Boyle himself i 
once described a bull in the following, 
words: “Supposing you see three | 
cows standing up in a field and one I 
of them lying down, that one 'is the 
bull.” 

His most celebrated bull was: ’‘Why 
should we beggar ourselves to benefit 
posterity ? What has posterity done 
for us," adding, , 'T>y posterity I mean 
those who come after us.”

The perfect bull, Sir James thought, 
was that about two Englishmen who 
were sleeping together.

According to the statutes of the 
province, Alberta has no rigid speed 
limit for traffic on public highways. 
This has been gleaned from tne regu¬ 
lations by Charles H. Gra,nt, K.C., 
president of the Alberta Motor Asso¬ 
ciation, in response to a request from 
the executive of r the A.M.A. that com¬ 
plaints of motorists regarding arrests 
by the provimyal police for driving In 
excess of 30 miles an hour, be investi¬ 
gated.

“At a rate of speed which is unrea¬ 
sonable, having regard to all the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case, including the 
nature, condition and .use of the high¬ 
way and the amount of traffic which 
is then, or might reasonably be ex¬ 
pected, on the highway.” 

There are, however t certain speed 
limits fixed beyond which the buroen 
of proof that the speed was reason¬ 
able is upon the accused, i.e., lr a mo¬ 
torist is charged with excessive speed, 
the crown only has to prove that the 
motorist was at certain places exceed¬ 
ing a certain speed, and if the motor¬ 
ist does not prove then that the speed 
used was reasonable, having regard to 
the existing conditions, he would be 
convicted. 

Jhose limits which are prima uncle 
evidence of excessive speed are as fol¬ 
lows: 

1. Within a city, town or village: 
(a) On the street with a clear vision 
and between intersections, 20 miles 
per hour; (b) In turning a corner, 10 
miles per hour; (c) Approacnmg or 
at a street corner or curve wnere 
thee is not a clear view of approach¬ 
ing traffic, 10 miles per hour. 

2. On the highway: (a) On tne 
straightway, 30 miles per hour; (b) 
Or at curves or corners as in i c, 12 
miles per hour. 

In addition to this municipalities 
may limit speed over bridges DUt 
must post a notice of such speed on 
the bridge. 

“In my opinion, therefore,” says

Ottawa, Ont. — Canada’s total 
wheat yield for the season 1927 is 
forecast at 325,075,000 bushels by 
the Dominion Bureau of_StatisTbes. 
The estimate for the three Prairie 
Provinces is 305,052,000 bushel*-and- 
for the rest of Canada 20,023,000. 
The total yield of oats is estimated 
at 389,758,000 bushels, of which 
226,297,000 bushel* is assigned to 
the Prairie Provinces. Barley is 
estimated at 88.830.000 bushels, of 
which the Prairie Provinces are ex¬ 
pected to furnish 71.724 000 bushels 
Rye is given at 12,169,600 bushels, 
of which 10,661,000 is allowed for 
the Prairie Provinces. For flax¬ 
seed, 5,319.300 bushels is estimated, 
of which'ail hut 107.000 bushels is 
allowed for the Prairie Provinces.

A shipment of 1,400 horses, purenas 
ed in the prairie provinces for tne 
Russian government, is moving to 
Quebec over C.P.R. lines. In addition 
to the 27 carloads already moved to. 
the east, a special train of 17 cars 
passed through Winnipeg Thursday 
en route to thq Atlantic coast. The 
horses in the latter shipment were all 
purchased at Alberta points. 

The exhibit from the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific demonstration farm at Brooxs in 
the Arts Building at Calgary is again 
attracting much attention this year. 
There are 75 varieties of grain, 60 dif 
ferent grasses, huso fruits, apples 
plums, cherries, currants anil goose¬ 
berries, as well as vegetallies, trees 
grown in Alberta- elm, ash, beech, 
maple, black walnut—and other pro¬ 
ducts. 

The buffalo, transferred from the 
park at Wainwright to Fort Vermilion 
vicinity, wintered well in their new 
home as there are few wolves on the 
range and feed was abundant, accord¬ 
ing to Ranger Milne at Fitzgerald, 
who has come out to accompany a fur 
there shipment of buffalo northward. 
About 750 animals still remain to be 
transferred” out of tile 2,000 consign¬ 
ment. , 

Two thousand reindeer will be in¬ 
troduced into a park in the Mackenzie 
district of the Northwest Territories, 
if the report of A. E. and R. T. Por- 
slid, men of wide experience in the 
Artie, who are investigating thorougn 
ly conditions in the area, are lavor- 
able. This will be the next step of 
the Dominion Government to conserve 
the wild life in the northern area* of 
Canada, following the successful 
transfer to that territory of buffalo 
from Wainwright Park. 

Okotoks held their annual fair on 
Wednesday afternoon last and a big 
gathering of the countryside people 
were there to spend the day. The 
Elks’ band of High River or twenty 
piece's were there and rendered the 
music for the occasion.
